HOME IMPROVEMENT 


Sometime the current high rate 
of home building will decline—at 
least we are told so, and it seems rea- 
sonable from the pendulum-like fluc- 
tuations of the construction indus- 
try in the past. 

For several years after the down- 
swing in building, nurserymen will 
be kept busy planting about the new 
homes as they are occupied and as 
their owners give them the finishing 
touches required. 

Even then there need be no de- 
cline in nurserymen’s sales if they 
develop further prospects besides the 
new homeowners. Like the tire 
manufacturers when new cars are 
turned out in fewer numbers, we can 
give more attention to the replace- 
ment market. 

One might emulate the example of 
the television set or the bathtub 
manufacturers and compile statis- 
tics on the number of homes that are 
without trees or without shrubs o1 
even without a garden or any plant- 
ing at all. Omit those in slum areas 
and elsewhere whose owners are too 
poor for luxuries. Still others may be 
omitted for further reasons, but one 
would yet be left with a high figure 
for the homes which need planting 
or renovation of old plantings and 
whose owners can afford to engage 
the nurseryman for that purpose. 

The truth of that statement can 
be proved easily by driving along the 
streets of the better residential por- 
tions of our cities and suburbs. The 
decrepit and threadbare plantings of 
many good homes make plain the 
lack of attention, interest and even 
understanding on the part of the 
owners with respect to this form of 
home improvement. 

The interiors of such homes are 
repainted or repapered from time to 
time, new furniture and rugs are 
bought, bathrooms or kitchens are 
modernized, new cars appear in the 
garages, and television antennas rise 
on the roofs. Those are marks of the 
fuller life known in the language of 
every homeowner. Only rarely, iron- 
ically enough, is the interior of a 
home in need of renovation while a 
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beautiful garden is nurtured outside. 

There is no question that public 
interest in gardening has increased 
much in the past decade. But so long 
as the evidence of neglected home 
exteriors confronts us on almost 
every suburban and city street, there 
is plenty of work ahead for nursery- 
men, their salesmen and _ planting 
crews, when new home construction 
subsides, if they will develop the 
many prospects for home improve- 
ment on every side. 


HOPE FOR LOWER TAXES 


Whether Republican reverses in 
recent elections have affected con- 
gressional thinking or not, recent 
news dispatches from the nation’s 
capital give more hope for early tax 
reductions than had been entertained 
previously, 

Next year, as is well-known, cor- 
porations will be relieved of the 
excess profits tax and individuals 
will receive a 10 per cent reduction 
in their income taxes. 

Now there is talk of a sweeping 
revision of federal tax laws when 
Congress convenes in January, and 
a new tax bill may be written on 
the basis of proposals made at the 
hearings on tax changes the past 
summer. 

More likely is the removal of 
many of the excise taxes—on such 
items as light bulbs, toilet articles, 
refrigerators, transportation, movies, 
admissions and automobiles——which, 
however, will be of more advantage 
to some other industries than to 
this. 

Now important will be some step 
toward the elimination of double 
taxation on corporate dividends. 
Under the present law, corporations 
pay taxes on earnings and _ stock- 
holders pay taxes on dividends out 
of the already taxed profits. Prob- 
ably elimination will be gradual, 
and the first step may be a tax- 
exemption to the individual stock- 
holder on 10 or 20 per cent of his 
income from dividends. 

Affecting a still large: 
would be the postponement of the 
increase in present social security 
taxes from 1% to 2 per cent sched- 
uled by law to take place January 1, 
1954. It has been estimated that the 
increase in such tax would more 
than offset the 10 per cent decrease 
in individual income tax scheduled 
to take place at the same time, in the 
case of wage earners having an an- 


group 


nual income of $3,600 or less. There 
is a hitch here, because congression- 
al action cannot be taken in time to 
avoid collection of the 2 per cent 
payroll tax for the first month or two 
in the new year, but refunds may 
be made later, with more _ book- 
keeping for employers, on this tax. 

The foregoing tax changes are 
still in the proposal stage. Con- 
geressmen favor such action in behalf 
of their constituents, though the 
balancing of the federal budget and 
desire not to raise the national gov- 
ernment’s debt limitation are still 
vital considerations at Washington. 


TRAINING NEWCOMERS 

Year by year the nursery busi- 
ness attracts newcomers, young and 
old, by reason of their interest in 
our merchandise. The younger 
folks, it is true, are more likely to 
be led into this profession by fam- 
ily connections or friends, while the 
older recruits come into commercial 
work often as advanced amateurs in 
plant growing. 

Of course, the knowledge of grow- 
ing methods gained by the student 
in college and the amateur in his 
garden is helpful in this profession, 
but it should not be forgotten that 
the successful operation of any busi- 
ness is, after all, a matter of eco- 
more pertinently, busi- 
ness management. 

Aside from the growing of plants, 
there are many business aspects for 
which the ordinary newcomer, and 
probably the average employee, has 
little preparatory training. The rec- 
ord of enterprises that have failed is 
full of instances of such lack of 
training. 

Many who continue to operate in 
this field, indeed, earn little more 
than a livelihood because of their 
lack of business training and then 
inability to obtain instruction after 
they have embarked in business.

The programs of short courses and 
nurserymen’s association meetings 
each year are embracing more top- 
ics concerned with this aspect of 
trade operation, because it is realized 
that the industry as a whole will be 
advanced by a broader knowledge on 
the part of those engaged in it, par- 
ticularly newcomers and others of 
insufficient training, so that they 
will be in a position to expand sales, 
improve their business methods and 
secure adequate profits.

Here Are Some Good Ones 


To Produce Increased Sales 


And to Please Customers

The ground cover plants are one 
of the most useful groups that the 
nurseryman grows and sells. Each 
landscape job calls for at least one 
Each customer who has a spot in 
his yard where it is difficult to grow 
or to mow grass should use one of 
the many grass substitutes. These 
plants can be grown beneath the 
smaller specimens of yew and other 
evergreens, a practice which makes 
the entire planting look better and 
more expensive. 

The ground cover plants will 
thrive in direct proportion to the 
care taken in preparing the soil be- 
fore planting and the fertilization, 
weeding and watering after plant- 
ing. This is particularly true where 
the covers are placed in shaded lo- 
cations where they compete with

tree roots not only for nutrients but 
even more important, for soil mois- 
ture. 

When used on banks or slopes, 
liberal mulching with straw, coarse 
peat moss or other material not 
likely to wash will prevent erosion 
until the ground cover becomes estab- 
lished and will hasten the complete 
coverage of the soil by the plant 
This mulching is particularly im- 
portant on south and west exposures 
to keep the soil cooler during the 
summer and to prolong root growth 

Many plantings call for the use 
of evergreen ground covers for vear- 
round effect, although this is not 
so important in the colder climates 
where the ground is covered with 
snow all winter. Those giving the 
best evergreen effects are the many 
varieties of English ivy; the vari- 
ous varieties of wintercreeper and 
periwinkle, and pachysandra. Each 
has its advantages and disadvan- 
tages. 

English ivy is probably the most 
satisfactory if a hardy strain is se- 
lected, but it can be objectionabk 
when it starts climbing up into ever- 


~s 





greens and shrubs. In warmer sum- 
mer climates, it may be necessary to 
confine its use to at least partly 
shaded areas to prevent sun scorch 
here is need for a greater selection 
of types and strains for different 
areas, for sunny locations and for 
shade. Although the Baltic ivy has 
long been considered the best, there 
are unquestionably others as good, 
if not better. 


The evergreen wintercrecper, 
Euonymus fortunei, is highly satis- 
factory under a wide range of con- 
ditions. It grows in sun or shade: 
it is surprisingly hardy. Like the 
ivy, it has the undesirable feature 
of being a vine and climbing up 
into other plants. The variety colo- 
ratus is probably the fastest growing, 
but some people do not care for its 
bronze-red color in winter or for the 
fact that it will grow to a foot or 
more in height. The species for- 
tunci, with prostrate stems and green 
leaves the year round, will be pre- 
ferred by many, especially on smalle1 
areas. The fruiting form, vegetus. 
can be used where a taller effect 
and a brighter green is desired 
Occasionally, canker becomes a 
problem on wintercreeper, and cu- 
onymus scale is a serious problem 
in many localities 


Pachysandra is in many ways the 
most desirable. It has a good, bright 
green color the year round and 
has relatively low growth, but it can 
be slow growing, especially if there 
is not normal moisture in the soil 
In warmer climates, like English ivy,

Hold Fall Festival at New York School 


A small nursery salesyard, a green- 
house and a full scale flower shop, 
completely landscaped, were con- 
structed on a gymnasium floor for 
the seventh annual fall festival at 
the New York Aegricultural and 
Technical Institute, Alfred, N. Y. 

The festival, held November 4 and 
5, was designed to show student 
work at the institute. These three 
displays were set up by students of 
the floriculture division majoring in 
flower shop management, green- 
house management and _ nursery 
management. 

The landscaped area and the nurs- 
ery salesyard set off the flower shop 
and attached greenhouse. A _ stone 
walk lined with salvia led into the 
flower shop. Junipers, mugho pine, 
yews, azaleas and rhododendrons 
were used in the foundation planting 
in front of the structures and at 
other key points. Pompons, sweet 
alyssum and ageratum were also 
used in the plantings, with myrtle 
used as a ground cover. 

The nursery sales area consisted 
of an attractive section in front of 
the greenhouse, where various ever- 
greens were displayed for sales pur 
poses. A gravel walk led to this 
area from the main stone walk. 

Cross-sectional pieces of tree trunk 
were used as a terrace surface in 
front of the flower shop window 
lhe window was set up with a bridal 
note entitled “Jack Frost Wedding”

and featured a mannequin in wed- 
ding array with a bridal bouquet. 

Lawn panels of Merion bluegrass 
lifted from an experimental turf 
block were in perfect condition 
after responding to September ferti- 
lization and ideal growing weathe 
throughout October. 

Inside the shop were displays for 
the home and for weddings. Stu- 
dents were at work taking orders 
and making some of the corsages for 
the harvest ball which climaxed the 
festival on November 6. 


Greenhouse Featured 


Connected to the shop was the 
greenhouse. It was assembled on 
the gymnasium floor, and pot plants 
of pompons, Christmas peppers and 
Jerusalem cherries were displayed 
along with an extensive collection 
of African violets. 

A second bench contained displays 
showing how a greenhouse bench is 
prepared for soil and the vari- 
ous types of media that are used 
in greenhouse benches such as gravel. 
sand and several mixtures of soil, 
sand and peat moss. A _ display 
showed how evergreen cuttings are 
made and stuck in rooting media and 
how they look after rooting. An- 
other display showed the Thomas 
method of steam sterilization. 


Since nine tenths of the show 
material was not expendable, it had 


to be replanted after use. Some of 
the plant materials were sold, and 
others were used by students to 
decorate the bandstand for the dance 
which closed the festival. 

Between 2,000 and 3,000 people 
attended the display. Many were 
given pamphlets on the care of Afri- 
can violets, which were shown at 
the display. 


PLAN $250,000 GARDEN 


A $250,000 Elizabethan garden is 
being constructed at Manteo, N. C., 
by nurseryman, architect and green- 
house manager, Albert Q. Bell. Man- 
teo is the site of Sir Walter Raleigh’s 
famous Lost Colony of Roanoke, 
founded in 1585 and deserted with- 
out a trace one year later. 

Mr. Bell has planned and execut- 
ed Fort Raleigh and the Waterside 
theater, where each year a pageant 
tells the story of the ill-fated colony. 
The new garden is to be adjacent to 
the theater and represents a 5-year 
construction job. 

Mr. Bell specializes in subtropical, 
broad-leaved evergreens and azaleas 
in his 5-acre nursery on Roanoke 
island. He and his family operate 
the nursery, which includes a green- 
house, a potting building and a gift 
shop. One of his three sons has won 
the Prix de Rome in landscape archi- 
tecture. 
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Cold Storage Improves Nursery 


Operations, Increases Profits 


Many enterprising nurseries are 
improving their operating methods 
and increasing their profits by invest- 
ing in cold storage facilities. Cold 
storage enables a nursery to keep 
stock of all kinds dormant over the 
winter season so that it will be in a 
perfect condition when packaged for 
spring shipment. It makes it pos- 
sible to dig plants from the fields in 
the fall, then sort, prepare and store 
them in a refrigerated room until 
shipment, thus making it easy to fill 
orders to any part of the country 
regardless of when the planting sea- 
son begins. 

Among the firms taking advantage 
of cold storage are the Mount Arbor 
Nurseries, Shenandoah, Ia., which 
operate nurseries in five states and 
have growing contracts in three 
more. At present the firm grows 
fruits, roses, shrubs, hedges, vines, 
trees, perennials and bulbs on about 
3,500 acres of land. Its propagating 
department has 23,500 feet unde 
glass in 14 modern, thermostatically 
controlled greenhouses. 

Mount Arbor Nurseries recently 
constructed a 50x100-foot cold stor- 
age room for all kinds of nursery 
stock. A partition divides the space 
into two equal-size rooms. The

advantage of this arrangement is that 
at the beginning and end of each sea- 
son, when only a small area of cold 
storage is needed, all the stock can 
be moved into one room. During the 
slack season, the cost of operating 
the other room can be eliminated. 
Since temperature must be closely 
controlled, this partition is built of 
2-foot layers of Corkboard and has 
an asphalt mastic finish on both sides. 

Since nurserymen have discovered 
that under certain temperatures 
some plants will keep healthy and 
alive yet remain in a perfectly dor- 
mant state, the advantages of cold 
storage for holding many kinds of 
nursery stock—flowers, bulbs, shrubs, 
trees and fruits have become 
increasingly apparent. Conditions 
with perennials are somewhat typical 
of all stock. After the first heavy 
frost, perennials turn color and the 
tops die. Like a_ hibernating bear, 
these perennials lie slumbering all 
winter long. In the spring their roots 
seek moisture to start new growth 
and make the plant bloom in its 
proper season. It is important that 
all perennials remain in a perfectly 
dormant state for both early and late 
spring selling. As spring sales start 
in January with shipments to south- 
ern states, it would be impossible to 
dig perennials from the frozen 
ground without damaging them seri- 
ously. If the nurseryman waits until

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the ground thaws, the plants ar 
often no longer in a dormant state 
Also, there is a good chance of crown 
rot and unhealthy new growth start- 
ing if the plants are dug up and 
shipped at this time. Shipment to 
northern states later in the spring is 
also difficult once thes 
plants start to grow, they cannot be 
taken from the ground, shipped any 
distance and then replanted with any 
degree of success. It is necessary to 
keep perennials dormant until they 
are shipped.

Plants Are Dug in Fall 


Cold storage enables Mount Arbo: 
and other nurseries having storage 
facilities to take perennials out of the 
growing plots from about mid-Sep- 
tember until the ground 
After they are dug from the field, all 
dirt is shaken out of the roots. At 
the storage building they are graded 
according to size and quality. Then 
the roots are packed to prevent dam- 
age, and the perennials are put in 
racks in the cold room. When ship- 
ping time arrives, they are taken 
from cold wrapped and 
tagged for shipment. All of the plants 
taken in must be shipped during the 
selling season following the fall in 
which they are dug and stored. How- 
ever, lily bulbs and phlox can remain 
at least one full year in storage. 

One of the cold rooms at th 
Mount Arbor Nurseries is held at 
about 30 degrees Fahrenheit, and the 
other, at about 32 degress F. A rela- 
tive humidity of 80 to 90 per cent is 
maintained in both. Perennials stored 
in the first room range from delphin- 
iums and chrysanthemums to painted 
daisies and strawberries. The storage 
period for these perennials is approx- 
imately mid-September until the last 
of May. A cross section of the second 
room might show roses, blue hydran- 
geas, apple grafts, white birches and 
Kerrias. The planting stocks for 
shrub and tree grafts are also stored 
here. Mount Arbor Nurseries have 
one of the largest rose storage facili- 
ties in the trade. 

According to John Hall, Mount 
Arbor superintendent, several years’ 
experience have conclusively proved 
that cold storage can help turn out a 
better product, which in turn helps 
sell more stock and return a large 
profit. 

Despite the fact that the cold stor- 
age room is vacant for several months 
of the year, it is still said to be eco- 
nomical. The use of cold storage has 
helped the nurseryman plan his mar- 
keting activities so that he can ship 
nursery stock during the right plant- 
ing season anywhere in the United 
States.

tests this summer, using considerable 
quantities of cuttings of a limited 
number of species and varieties. 
The basic setup was the same as 
in 1952. We used one of our sash 
houses, but this time I chose one 
which had a hollow bench with bot- 
tom heat which could be used if 
required toward the end of the root 
ing period. We used this type of 
bench because I believe that 
there is a definite advantage in using 
a raised bench for the propagation 
of cuttings, particularly when large 
quantities of water will be used.

A copper line with Monarch jets 
suspended each bench, 
both supplied from the same water 
source through a strainer. The lines 
were 180 feet long and the jets 
were set at a distance of 18 inches. 
alternating from side to side. We 
tried out some jets spaced at a dis- 
tance of 12 inches, but found that 
results were just as good at the 18- 


was ove! 
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inch distance provided we connected 
the fog lines at both ends to the 
water supply. With water coming 
in at one end only, the pressure 
drop from one end to the other was 
great and the far end of the 
bench was not adequately covered. 

The accompanying _ illustration 
will give an idea of how the house 
looked in July after all benches were 
full and with water being fed into 
the lines at both ends of the house 
at a minimum pressure of 60 pounds 
to the square inch. 

When we began to assemble these 
lines, we immediately realized that 
they could not be made in one con- 
tinuous length. Otherwise the work- 
ers would have to work under the 
mist while filling the bench. Ac- 
cordingly the jet lines were assem- 
bled in about 10-foot sections with 
brass unions connecting 
sections.

In this way we were able to fill 
about 10 feet of bench space with 
cuttings, keeping them manually 
sprayed as the work progressed, and 
then, at once, couple up a length of 
line. This was stopped off with a 
union and plug which could be un- 
screwed when the next section of 
pipe had to be coupled on. In this 
way, the fog line could follow closely 
upon the men filling the benches, 
keeping all cuttings covered, but 
without impeding the work.

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I have long been interested in ob- 
serving the different ways that gar- 
deners have of using and treating 
camassias and the reactions of the 
latter to the different environments. 
As a result of my observations, I 
believe they are about the most 
accommodating plants of my ac- 
quaintance. That fact, coupled with 
their beauty and their desirability as 
cut flowers, should rank them among 
the most popular of hardy, bulbous 
plants, and one would naturally 
expect to find them in practically 
every garden. This is not the case, 
however, for they are rarely seen. 
Thus, they present both an oppor- 
tunity and an obligation to the 
neighborhood grower. 

Perhaps the most effective use of 
them that I now recall was as a mass 
planting in grass (Milium effusum, 
as I remember it). It is true that this 
was a large garden, and this particu- 
lar planting was on the naturalistic 
order, apparently never touched by 
the gardener’s hand. It makes one 
wonder if a naturalistic planting is 
not the most effective use 
them in the garden. Even in the 
small garden, there are usually odd 
places where a naturalistic planting 
could be carried out. It should be 
said in passing, however, that the 
soil in the garden mentioned was 
somewhat heavy and retentive of 
moisture—a condition which the 
genus seems to prefer. It is not un- 
likely that the competition of the 
grass for moisture would be too much 
for the camassias, if planted in light 
soil, unless they were given a natu- 
rally wet spot or irrigated frequently 
in dry weather. 

If the garden is lucky in having a 
stream, along its edge would be an 
ideal spot for a drift of camassias. 
Parenthetically, I think that I dis- 
like the word “drift” more than any 
other word that has become a part 
of garden literature, but there is no 
other word that better fits the pres- 
ent case. Camassias are never effec- 
tive, according to my observations, 
unless in masses, and about the only 
way to mass plants along a stream 
bank is to make a drift of them. 
Anyway, a mass of Camassia qua- 
mash or C. leictlini in their best blue 
forms, flowering along a stream side, 
makes a lovely picture.

PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE 


By C. W. Wood 


Let no one think, though, that 
he must have the conditions men- 
tioned to enjoy these plants. I know 
more than one small garden where 
C. esculenta makes a most charming 
spring picture, at least one garden 
being of light sand and having little 
moisture. It often takes some water- 
ing to carry the bulbs through the 
flowering period to the resting sea- 
son under these conditions, but the 
task never seemed burdensome in 
view of the reward. 

According to experience here in 
northern Michigan, the bulbs are 
best if planted in autumn, four o1 
five inches deep and not more than 
that distance apart. In addition to 
the situations mentioned, they did 
well here in part shade, providing 
the soil was not too dry. 

In answer to an inquiry about the 
handling of the western American 
Silene hookeri, I can do no better 
than quote in part from a letter from 
the late Carl Purdy written in 1936 
when I was having trouble with the

same plant. “It is true,” he wrot 
“that the roots go straight down for 
as much as two feet in the light soil 
that it likes, and it is then altogethe:

However, if the tap- 
roots of young plants are cut back 
to six inches, they will form fibrous 
roots at that depth, and plants ar 
then easy to transplant if the work 
is done during their dormant period.” 

As a commercial proposition, we 
found the following schedule best for 
our conditions: Soon after flowering, 
the plants go completely dormant 
At this time a development of little 
white buds is found on short runners 
at the crown. Plants dug then and 
stored in barely moist soil in a cool 
cellar may be kept dormant until 
late fall; if stored in the open, they 
should be buried deep where they 
can be kept fairly dry (just moist 
enough to maintain life) after the 
fall rains commence.

Codonopsis Ovata 


A lady nurseryman in the east 
asks for a report on Codonopsis 
ovata, including a source of supply 
for seeds. The latter has been sent 
by mail and the note follows. 

This member of the _ bellflower 
family and all its brothers and sis- 
ters stand condemned in horticul- 
tural literature as unworthy mem- 
bers of a generally useful clan, and 
undeservedly so, I think. Take 
Codonopsis ovata, for instance—a 
plant that Faffer dismissed with 
barely a scratch of his pen. 

To the plant’s credit is a blooming 
period covering two months or more 
from July into September. Experi- 
enced gardeners need not be told that 
a performance lasting that long can- 
not be ignored in the appraisal of a 
plant’s worth. The production is not 
halfhearted, either, for the big (to an 
inch and a half in length) bells of 
the color of skimmed milk, with 
deeper blue veins, are freely pro- 
duced. The bells are slightly con- 
tracted at the mouth, somewhat hid- 
ing one of their most attractive fea- 
tures, brick-colored rings inside the 
bells. Other credits are ease of cul- 
ture and permanence in any sunny, 
well-drained spot. On the debit side, 
a disgreeable leaf odor (skunk-like 
should be mentioned, but that is 
apparent when the plant is handled 
or the foliage disturbed. 


Cardinal Flower 


If one is interested in plants in 
ways other than as mere merchan- 
dise, the genus lobelia, which may 
belong to the campanula family or 
to the lobelia family according to the 
way one takes his botany, furnishes 
some interesting material for study. 
As an introduction, may we quote 
briefly from Meehan’s “Native Flow- 
ers and Ferns of the United States” ? 

“The whole structure of lobelia is 
very interesing, and no less so the 
natural order to which it belongs, 
lobeliaceae. The plants of the ordet 
are not very far removed from the 
aster family or composites on the one 
hand and the campanulas or bell- 
flowers on the other; and in connec- 
tion with these two is a very pretty 
lesson respecting transition or grada- 
tion between great bodies in the 
vegetable kingdom. If we take a sin- 
gle flower of an aster, we find the 
single pistil divided at the apex, the 
five anthers united together with the 
faces inward; the pistil is at first 
shorter than the anthers, but ulti-

mately lengthens, and pushes out, as 
it grows, the pollen from the tubx 
being formed by the united stamens 
In lobelia we have a monopetalous 
corolla, somewhat divided § and 
bursting irregularly on one side as 
composites do when forming strap- 
shaped florets.” 

He then goes on to show the dis- 
tinctive features which set lobelia 
apart from its near neighbors, but 
the whole story is too long to be told 
here. It was not what I started out 
to say, anyway, though an inkling 
of the interesting tale has been set 
down to show what intriguing mate- 
rial we work with. 

The subject of this note, Lobelia 
cardinalis, is perhaps too well-known 
to need extended comment; it does 
not appear, however, to be fully ap- 
preciated as a garden ornament and 
as a cut flower, two roles it is emi- 
nently fitted to fill because of its 
splendid color and blooming habits 
Give it a trial, on the recommenda- 
tion of one who has used it for both 
purposes, and see if it does not fill a 
positive need in both roles. 


It does not, contrary to popular 
opinion, need boggy conditions to 
make it happy. In fact, any good 
garden soil, especially one containing 
an abundance of leaf mold, will keep 
it satisfied in ordinary weather, and 
a little attention from the hose is all 
it will need in long dry periods. 


Although the plants vary some- 
what from seeds, as witness a lovely 
pure white form, named varieties 
like Queen Victoria and others of 
her class, are not a part of L. cardi- 
nalis, as is generally stated: rathe: 
do they belong to the tender L. ful- 
gens, a Mexican species. Fortunate- 
ly there is an easily followed way to 
propagate the color forms, and it 
may be outlined as follows: After cut- 
ting off as many flowering stems as 
will be needed, remove the portion 
carrying flowers; lay the stems on a 
sand bench or frame, with the leaves 
on, and cover the stems about a 
quarter of an inch deep with sand 
Keep the sand moist and little plants 
will form in the leaf axils, generally 
several to an axil, within a month o1 
slightly more. These are removed. 
when large enough to handle, and 
planted in a frame where they can 
be protected over winter.

or so one reads—a pure blue and 
a pink. All forms of it that I have 
grown are easy under common gar- 
den treatment and flower from June 
until late September. Unlike many 
desirable plants, they do not require 
tricky culture, for they are hardy, 
amiable and permanent, self-sowing 
to some extent. Incidentally, most 
will bloom the first year, flowering in 
August and September, if seeds are 
started into growth in early March. 

Usually spoken of in European 
lists as a form of the foregoing spe- 
cies or closely related to it, S. baica- 
lensis, as I have had it, is most dis- 
tinct. If differs not only in the leaves 
which are lanceolate in baicalensis 
and ovate in alpina but also in sev- 
eral minor characteristics. That dif- 
ference does not detract from its 
value, however, and it may be de- 
pended upon to give just as good an 
account of itself as the best of the 
alpina group, producing its violet- 
blue flowers over the same _ long 
period. 

Botanists say that S. macrantha is 
a synonym of S. baicalensis, while 
seedsmen sell the former as an extra 
large flowered variety. There was no 
discernible difference in the mate- 
rial we grew under the two names. 
The clear blue of variety coelestina 
makes it even more valuable than 
the tvpe. 

Of native kinds, S. resinosa and S. 
brittoni deserve mention. They get 
up to !0 inches in height, usually not 
much more than half that in the lat- 
ter case, and bear flowers for two 
months or more in summer, bluish- 
purple in S. resinosa, and blue with 
white lips in the other. Propagation 
from seeds is recommended. 


Centaurium Scilloides 


Although Centaurium §scilloides 
comes from the Azores, it is not so 
tender to cold as its origin might 
indicate. For instance, about 15 
years ago we overlooked three pots 
in a frame, when gathering up for 
the winter, and they came through, 
plunged to the brim, without harm 
Judging from that experience, I 
should expect it to be hardy in the 
open south of Virginia along the 
coast and farther south inland. 

Centaurium is a member of the 
gentian family and, like many of 
the clan, rather tricky, some of the 
species also being short-lived. Most 
kinds that I know, including the 
present one, want, I believe, an acid 
soil, sunshine and a fair amount of 
moisture. The beauty of scilloides, 
which includes an incredible number 
of rose-pink flowers on 3-inch stems

Lithospermums are rather hard to 
transplant when they are in flower, 
the time when most gardeners do 
their buying, and are, consequently, 
often disappointing nursery stock. 
They can be moved with care, how- 
ever, at any other time of the year, 
provided their far-reaching roots are 
not too much disturbed or mutilated. 
Perhaps because I have long been in- 
terested in borageworts, I have made 
a serious effort to grow all available 
lithospermums during my gardening 
days. In the light of these trials, I 
think I can truthfully say that there 
is not a poor native species. 

The puccoon, Lithospermum can- 
escens, which is found, in my experi- 


ence, in open situations and in part 
shade, usually in sandy soil, fre- 
quently acid, throughout eastern 


United States, is an excellent garden 
plant. Its bright, orange-yellow 
flowers, practically without pedicels, 
are produced on 6 to 10-inch 
stems for a month or more, com- 
mencing in May in the north. To 
continue the colorful season with 
about the same flower shade, we have 
L. gmelini, a plant that grows nat- 
urally in similar situations, often in 
acid sand dunes in northern Mich- 
igan. The latter is usually a little 
taller and blooms here in June and 
July. L. multiflorum is a western 
plant of the same stature as the 
last-named, bearing sprays of light 
golden bells during June and July. 
L. angustifolium (L. linearifolium) 
is another western species, a 1- 
foot-high plant with showy yellow 
flowers in May and June, followed 
by smaller cleistogamous ones in 
July. I have long sought a silver- 
leaved form of L. angustifolium 
which one reads about in western 
literature. It would surely be a love- 
ly thing; why, then, does it stay 
hidden?

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Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 
By E. Sam Hemming 


STRUCTURES IN GARDENS 

In the November | issue of this 
magazine Prof. D. Newton Glick, of 
Michigan State College, remarked 
that in many landscape projects of 
the future the proportional cost may 
run to 70 per cent for construction 
and 30 per cent for plants. 

The idea is in no way new. Land- 
scaping is an offshoot of architec- 
ture, and its teaching methods 
ethics, programs and practices have 
all been copied from architecture 
The schools are closely connected 
and instruction in landscaping is 
often controlled by the faculty of the 
parent profession. The coupling of 
the two is probably necessary, for 
the youthful profession of landscape 
architecture will always have trou- 
ble standing alone. 

Architecture is 10 per cent art and 
90 per cent engineering knowledge, 
while landscape architecture is more 
apt to be 90 per cent art and 10 pet 
cent engineering skill. This is why 
landscaping is such a difficult subiect 
to teach. 

Measurement of professional com- 
petence is still more difficult. When 
professional landscape architects are 
registered, they will be judged by 
their engineering ability, their draft- 
ing ability and their knowledge of 
plants. One can know all of these 
things and still not be able to create 
a picture. 

Structural features have always 
had a place as part of the garden. 
The old Italian formal gardens, with 
their walls, fountains, pools, cas- 
cades and statuary, were probably 
more than 70 per cent structure. 
The exact opposite, the beautiful old 
English boxwood gardens, are 100 
per cent plants. Both make the visi- 
tor stand in awe at their beauty. 

In the past, structures in the gar- 
den were largely formal in design, 
with only a small percentage infor- 
mal or naturalistic. These were 
largely in the form of natural rock 
formations, rustic structures and 
paths, 

Today the landscape architect is 
groping for forms and shapes and 
structures that will carry the func- 
tionalism of architecture into the 
landscape and garden. He is tread- 


ing on precarious ground because his 
structures too often may be strange 
shapes “just to be different.” 

Regardless of the nature of his 
structures, they will still be merely 
the frame or setting for the plants in 
his landscape that help create the 
picture. Without plants they will be 
just other structures or rooms, and 
the designer will not have accom- 
plished the transition from the archi- 
tectural to the landscape. 

For the small lot of 100x150 feet 
in suburban areas, I can easily see 
the need for structural enclosures, 
especially if the client wants privacy. 
Planting of any depth would be diffi- 
cult. My main fear in these modern 
and contemporary gardens is that, 
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knowing human nature, I think only 
a small percentage will maintain 
them properly and, unless they ar 
brick, stone or concrete, they 
will look shabby. 

I like structures in the landscap 
and have often bemoaned the lack 
of both stone and changes in eleva- 


soon 


tion here on the eastern shore of 
Maryland, for these two make 
excuses for structures. 

Also, sectionalism has a great 


effect on styles. For instance, a cli- 
ent in this area who is willing to 
spend money on landscaping has five 
or more acres fronting on a tributary 
of the Chesapeake bay. He does not 
build his home along the water to 
be closed in. He wants the view and 
he wants the breezes. His neighbor 
can be screened more easily with 
plants than with structures. The lat- 
ter would cost more than a house 
and would not look good. 

There is difficulty inherent in the 
idea of landscape nurserymen_ be- 
coming construction contractors for 
their gardens. I commented to Dr 
Joseph E. Howland, of House Beau- 
tiful, in response to his thought that

The beauty of plants and nature 
is basic, and structures should be 
used only to frame, modify or accent 
that beauty. When structures elimi- 
nate the beauty, they will defeat 
their own purpose. 


CONTAINER-GROWN PLANTS 

I received a letter from a begin- 
ning nurseryman, recently, telling of 
his ambition to grow certain kinds 
of plants in containers. I could guess 
from his comments that he was un- 
aware of the limitations of this type 
of plant culture. 

There is nothing new about this 
kind of horticulture although it has 
been given considerable impetus 


since World War IT in an effort to 
accommodate the garden stores. Flo- 
rists, of course, have long grown 
potted plants and, while they usually 
confine themselves to tender or 
tropical varieties, they occasionally 
employ potted plants for forcing and 
for some uses out of doors. The Cali- 
fornians and the Floridans have 
a good many years been growing 
plants in discarded oil tins. They 
were forced to some such expedient 
because the plants they grow do not 
undergo a dormant season as do 
those we grow in the temperate zone. 
Without a dormant state the hazards 
of transplanting are greatly in- 
creased. With the soil ball encased 
in tin cans it is possible to trans- 
plant plants a good deal easier. 
The use of containers through- 
out the temperate zone is for a some- 
what similar. purpose, to extend the 
transplanting season beyond the 
dormant season into the summer. 
From my corre sponde nt’s comments, 
I gather he had the impression that 
he could bring the plants to perfec-

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tion of growth in containers. Those 
of you who have tried it know that 
planting in containers is an unnatural 
way of growing plants and even 
under the best of conditions tends 
to check the growth of the plants 
There is no doubt that it does make 
them that much easier to transplant, 
but a rose, a shrub, or an evergreen 
grown in a _ pot deteriorates in 
appearance. A dormant rose planted 
in a tar paper pot in March will not 
be half so big or so luxuriant as one 
planted in a garden by the time sum- 
mer arrives. But the one in the pot 
can be sold to a customer, taken 
home, have the paper torn away, 
planted in the garden and reason- 
ably be expected to grow. 

Some years ago we tried the con- 
tainer method with a slightly differ- 
ent intention. The idea was to grow 
both nandinas and pistillate hollies 
in some sort of pots for the Christ- 
mas trade. 

The nandinas were not successful 
because the procedure took too long 
and did not agree with the plants’ 
growth habits. The nandina bears 
its berries on 2-year-old wood and 
our plants could not be kept growing 
vigorously that long. In addition to 
needing considerable vigor to flower 
and set berries, it is desirable that 
l-year shoots grow from the base so 
as to give the plants a full appear- 
ance. Otherwise they will look leggy 
and unattractive. We found it was 
just impossible to overcome the 
checking effect of the pot. Finally, 
we compromised and now just sell 
balled plants from the field. 

Growing berried hollies in pots is 
more practical, but, I am afraid, 
too expensive. The shapely little 
pyramid loaded with berries is not 
too likely a result because vigorous 
growth, which gives the plant its at- 
tractive symmetry, is checked by the 
pot. With the American holly, vigor- 
ous growth means fewer berries and. 
conversely, the checking encourages 
flowers and berries. If you will settk 
for a somewhat unshapely plant with 
berries holly is a possibility for grow- 
ing in containers. Farther south, the 
Burford variety of Chinese holly can 
be grown in this manner. 

The important thing to remember 
with container-grown plants is that 
it is a means of growing plants to 
increase their transplanting ability, 
but it does not improve on nature’s 
method of growing them in the field

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Euonymus Maacki 


One of the euonymus that should 
be given greater attention for land- 
scape planting is the Maack euony- 
mus. While it cannot be rated as 
high as some of the other species of 
this genus, it nevertheless has merit 
where a large shrub is needed. 

In habit of growth the Maack 
euonymus is upright-spreading with 
the outer branches drooping to some 
extent. The branches are glabrous 
and somewhat ridged. The leaves 
are mostly elliptic-oblong, long- 
pointed, toothed and about two to 
three inches long. They are dark 
green above and somewhat lighte1 
beneath. There is no outstanding fall 
foliage color. 

The Maack euonymus is a native 
of north China and Korea and has 
been in cultivation since 1880. The 
generic name, euonymus, is an 
ancient Greek name and the species 
name, maacki, is given in honor of 
Richard Maack, a Russian natural- 
ist. 

As with most of the euonymus, 
the flowers of this species have little 
ornamental value. They are small, 
yellow with purple anthers and are 
produced in early June. The fruits 
are one of the outstanding character- 
istics of the plant. The fruit is a pink, 
t-lobed capsule about one third of 
an inch across. The seed is red with 
an orange aril. 

This species, like the rest of the 
cuonymus, is easily transplanted. It 
will stand sunny or shady situations 
but will fruit better in sun. It does 
well in the average garden soil and is 
hardy in zone 4 of Rehder. Consid- 
erable pruning is needed when the 
plant is young. While the writer has 
seen little scale on this species, it is 
probably as susceptible as the others. 
The best control measure for scale is 
one or two applications of Parathion 
when the young are crawling. Propa- 
gation is mostly by seeds. 

Euonymus maacki can be used as 
a specimen or as a plant in large 
borders. Use it where its fruits will 


be effective. Pe te 9

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O'ROURKE NAMED STATION 
DIRECTOR IN ECUADOR 
F. L. O’Rourke, on leave of ab- 


sence from Michigan State College’s 
department of horticulture, has been 
named station director of the agri- 
cultural experiment station at Pichi- 
lingue, Ecuador. Mr. O’Rourke 
directs research, educational and 
extension work. 

Bananas are the big export crop. 
according to Mr. O’Rourke, but the 
station is experimenting with devel- 
opment of clones and hybrids of the 
cacao plant in order to produce a 
strain that will bring it the commer- 
cial pre-eminence it once enjoyed. 
The experiments are designed to 
combine high productivity with high 
disease resistance. The clones and 
hvbrids are tested on the land of co- 
operating farmers. 

The station has approximately 
120,000 acres of land and employs a 
staff of four American and 10 
Ecuadorean technicians along with 
up to 100 laborers. A maintenance 
department operates such utilities as 
a water system, an electric plant, a 
saw mill, a wood shop and a mechan- 
ical shop. 

The station furnishes facilities and 
directions for advanced college stu- 
dents in order to train national tech- 
nicians and to solve current minor 
research problems. Short courses are 
held for national extension agents, 
for cacao growers and for farm 
managers. 

Mr. O’Rourke reports that a 
shortage of rain has not been too 
great a hardship for native plants 
because of the ability of the soil to 
retain water. The rainy season is 
from late December through April. 
During that time the days are hot 
and sunny, and the nightly rains are 
torrential. 


BOTH TOXIC TO AZALEAS 


In the August 15, 1953, issue of 
the American Nurseryman, a report 
was given on the progress of a series 
of herbicide tests with azaleas and 
other field-grown flowers conducted 
by Dr. Arthur Bing, of Cornell Uni- 
versity, at Dauernheim, Inc., Wan- 
tach, L. I., N. Y. Results with Crag 
Herbicide No. 1, Sesin and Natrin 
were reported at that time to be 
good. 

Dr. Bing has cautioned that by 
good results he meant that they were 
clear-cut. He does not recommend 
that either Crag 1 or Natrin be used 
on azaleas. His research has showed 
that both are highly toxic to this 
crop. 
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BALD CYPRESS (Taxodium Distichum) 


This is the famous cypress from which the long-lasting cypress 
lumber comes. But it also makes a beautiful ornamental tree with 
its majestic pyramidal top and soft feathery foliage. Especially de- 
sirable for planting on lawns, in parks, and along avenues.

HINTS FOR SPRINKLER CARE 

Careful handling and storing of 
sprinkler irrigation equipment at the 
end of the season results in longe: 
and more efficient service, according 
to G. L. Corey, irrigationist at the 
University of Idaho’s branch experi- 
ment station at Aberdeen. 

Sprinkler heads should be taken 
off, checked for wear and stored in 
a box or bin. Pipe should be stored 
indoors where it will remain dry and 
receive proper ventilation. The pipe 
should be at least six inches off the 
ground and tilted enough to insure 
drainage. Sediment should be re- 
moved before storing. 

Portable pumps should be stored 
in a dry place: permanent pumps 
should have adequate housing 
Siphon tubes should be stored in a 
dry place where they will not be 
broken. 

Canvas dams should be cleaned 
and dried before storage. They 
should be rolled up and stored in a 
dry place. No sprinkler equipment 
should be left in the field.

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Hold New York Garden Exhibit 


By Stuart D. Boynton 


The autumn exhibition of the 
Horticultural Society of New York, 
a show which is of special interest 
to growers and lovers of chrysanthe- 
mums, was held this year in the 
Colonnades ballroom of the Essex 
House, New York city, from No- 
vember 5 to 7. This yearly feature of 
the society’s varied schedule is be- 
coming more the property of the 
private gardener and of the enthus- 
iast who demands a careful inspec- 
tion of all the offerings and prefers 
the intimacy of the smaller event to 


the brilliance and inclusiveness of 
the annual International flowe1 
show. 


For this reason, perhaps, there 
were fewer commercial growers with 
work entered in the show than might 
be expected. This was particularly 
true of nurserymen, who were repre- 
sented by not more than four or five 
exhibits. 

The event this year was held fo 
the benefit of the Goodwill Indus- 
tries of New York, Inc., a nonprofit 
organization which aids the handi- 
capped, and all proceeds accrued to 
it. 

Chrysanthemums Predominate 

Of course with chrysanthemums as 
the predominating flower of the show 
white and shades of yellow were 
stressed throughout and the 
proceedings a harmony that a more 
general show would lack. To offset 
the possibility of monotony, however, 
there were several sizable displays of 
orchids, showing their shades of blue 
and orange, and begonias, which 
added a wide range of pinks to the 
rooms. 

The main exhibition 
reached through a short entrance 
hall, itself lined with deep banks of 
mum arrangements. Around two 
sides of the main room was a gallery 
which contained many of the smaller 
table displays. 

At the farthest end of the main 
room, on a raised platform and 
against an orange background cur- 
tain, was the major display entered 
in the show by a nurseryman. The 
work of Panfield Nurseries, Inc., 
Huntington, L. I., N. Y., the scene 
showed a wide selection of outdoor 
hardy mums arranged around a semi- 
circular brick well. Standing behind 
and over the pool was a_ 6-foot 
Scotch broome, which was the focal 
point of the exhibit. 

Flanking both sides of the well 


gave 


room Was 


and spreading out to the foreground 
of the platform were groups of mum 
varieties, which were edged on the 
stage side by a border of large stones. 
A range of colors was in evidence 
which ran from the lightest yellows 
to some deep, intense red clusters. 
As a background to the mums were 
a group of medium-size shrubs, in- 
cluding rhododendrons and andro- 
medas, and behind these, along the 
rear wall and at the ends of the ex- 
hibit, were specimens of pyracantha 

branches rather than entire shrubs 

and a clump of bamboo shoots. 
The display was designed by Francis 
Paterson and won a gold medal certi- 
ficate in the competition. 

Effingham Pinto, Plainfield, N. J., 
entered a table-top exhibit of a 
miniature Oriental garden. A seated 
Buddha in a small glade and a cir- 
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cular pool were the subjects of Mr. 
Pinto’s entry, and around these he 
had several dwarf evergreen varieties. 
among them five plants of Chamae- 
cyparis lawsoniana minima glauca. 

A table-top exhibit was the entry 
of the Julius Roehrs Co., Rutherford. 
N. J., and it won first prize in the 
class called “This Month’s House 
Plant Collection.” The plant box was 
enclosed by wooden logs and con- 
tained an astonishing variety of house 
plants. In the foreground were va- 
rieties of saintpaulia, including Blue 
Moon, Rochrs Sunset, Geneva Sta 
and Azure Beauty. Among the plants 
filling the center and background 
were Cypripedium insigne, Grapto- 
phyllum pictum, Acalypha sanderi, 
Grevillea robusta—all of which 
varied from one another in color on 
shape of leaf. 

Representing the Conard-Pyle Co.., 
West Grove, Pa., was a generous 
potful of President Eisenhower roses. 
The roses’ deep and dusky red (a 
“masculine” red, as someone re-

TREE 


MAINTENANCE 


By Noel Wysong 


AMERICAN CHESTNUTS ON 
SKYLINE DRIVE 

The American chestnut still lives. 
Though it no longer ranks as a tree 
of vast economic importance, it does 
exist as a shrubby growth, which, at 
least for students of plant life, holds 
real interest. Along Virginia’s famed 
Skyline drive and, no doubt, in many 
other sections of the eastern and 
southern states, these remnants of a 
once mighty forest can still be found. 

Located near the southern end of 
Skyline drive is one of the overlook 
parking areas found so frequently 
along this scenic highway. Just a few 
steps from the parking area is a tract 
of considerable size that might be 
poetically described as a silver forest. 
It is a tangle of vines and under- 
growth surmounted by the weather- 
bleached trunks of chestnut trees long 
dead but still standing. Bare of bark 
and with only a scattered few of the 
larger limbs remaining, _ these 
whitened snags are disturbing re- 
minders of the havoc caused by the 
chestnut blight a quarter of a century 
or more ago. 

Around the base of most of these 
dead snags a dense thicket, often 10 
to 15 feet across, is growing. The 
greenish-brown bark of these plants, 
the slender, saw-tooth edged leaves 
and even an occasional spiny bur re- 
veal this growth to be chestnut. Ap- 
parently these are sprouts that have 
developed from the roots of the par- 
ent chestnut tree. Most of the thickets 
examined during a _ recent trip 
through this area contained dead or 
dying plants, and the typical cankers 
found on the stems left no doubt that 
the blight-causing fungus was still 
active. The largest living chestnut 
sprout found in this tract was about 
four inches in diameter. From that 
size the living plants ranged down- 
ward to sprouts which, to all appear- 
ances, had sprung up within the pre- 
ceding year. 

How long such sprout growth will 
continue to develop is problematical. 
But as long as it does, there is always 
hope — perhaps based on wishful 
thinking — that sometime, some- 
where, some of the sprouts will de- 
velop resistance to the fungus that 
wiped out the former stand of chest-

There are, of course, a few 
mature American chestnut trees still 
living. It is said that there are some 
in Massachusetts, at least two in Wis- 
consin and a few in southern Illinois. 
One can speculate as to the reason 
Ww hy these trees have, so far, escaped 
the blight. 

Perhaps they have escaped by vir- 
tue of being located at a consider- 
able distance from the areas where 
the chestnut blight was prevalent. It 
seems doubtful that their survival can 
be attributed to resistance to the dis- 
ease. 

The chestnut blight probably 
caused a greater amount of destruc- 
tion in a shorter period of time than 
any other tree disease on record. Be- 
lieved to have been brought to this 
country on small nursery stock im- 
ported from the Orient, the chestnut 
blight was first found in 1904 on 
American chestnut trees in the vi- 
cinity of New York city. It spread 
with such rapidity and with such 
fatal effects that only four years later 
a competent pathologist stated that 
“unless something unforeseen occurs 
to check its spread, the complete 
destruction of the chestnut orchards

and forests of the country, at least 
in the Atlantic states, is only a ques- 
tion of a few years’ time.” And i 

1914, just 10 years after it was first 
found in America, another forest 
pathologist said, “All present indica- 
tions point to the ultimate destruc- 
tion of the chestnut.” Time has 
proved the accuracy of these predic- 
tions. Today, the sprouts that sur- 
round the bases of leafless, weather- 
beaten snags are about all that re- 
main of the chestnuts.

U. S. D. A. Changes 


Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson announced the proposed re- 
organization of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture to be effec- 
tive as of November 2, substantially 
as set forth in the announcement of 
intention of October 13, although 
certain modifications have been 
made as the result of suggestions re- 
ceived. 

A number of constructive criti- 
cisms were received by the depart- 
ment, with the principal area of 
complaint regarding the 
change in the field organization of 
the soil conservation service which 
called for eliminating regional offices 
and strengthening state soil conserva- 
tion offices. Secretary Benson, reply- 
ing to the critics, explained the de- 
partment of agriculture’s position on 
several points, as follows: “We do 
not now and never have planned to 
consolidate the conservation 
service with the agricultural exten- 
sion service. We do not and 
never have planned to turn over to 
the agricultural extension service any 
functions or activities now carried on 
by the soil conservation service. We 
do not now and never have planned 
to contract with the land-grant col- 
leges for technical assistance to the 
soil conservation districts.

“T am fully aware of the need for 
conserving and improving our agri- 
cultural resources. The SCS will con- 
tinue as a separate agency of this 
department.” 

Effective November 2 the 
offices of the soil conservation serv- 
ice were given greater responsibility 
for the conservation program formu- 
lation and execution, and the region- 
al offices were abolished.

REVIEWS 


FAVORITE FLOWERS 

For the amateur gardener who 
wishes to spend the winter evenings 
getting better acquainted with the 
herbaceous plants most commonly 
found on his premises, “The Con- 
cise Encyclopedia of Favorite Flow- 
ers” seems well designed, though the 
word “encyclopedia” seems more 
pretentious than the book. Compiled 
by Marjorie P. Johnson and edited 
by Montague Free, and just pub- 
lished by the American Garden 
Guild and Doubleday & Co., at 
$3.95. this book of 256 pages pre- 
sents two or three pages of brief 
description of characteristics, uses. 
culture and varieties of each of 106 
popular flowering plants, some 
annual, some bulbous and most 
herbaceous perennial. A drawing of 
each adds to the description of its 
appearance, and 10 color plates lend 
adornment. 


COLORADO WILD FLOWERS 


For those interested in the identifi- 
cation of Colorado wild flowers 
there has been issued the “Hand- 
book of Plants of the Colorado Front 
Range,” by William <A. Weber. 
assistant professor of biology and 
curator of the herbarium at the Uni- 
versity of Colorado, just published 
by the University of Colorado Press, 
at $5. The book is comprised of keys 
for the identification of ferns, con- 
ifers and flowering plants of the cen- 
tral Rocky mountains, from Pikes 
peak to Rocky Mountain National 
park and from the plains to the con- 
tinental divide.

try.” he continued. “We need not 
only young men who can propa- 
eate but also those who can sell 
and those who can run a business.

PENINSULA CHAPTER HEARS 
SELF-SERVICE LIMITATIONS 


All nurseries cannot use self- 
service merchandising, according to 
G. L. Spencer, manager of the Palo 
Alto Consumer’s Co-op, who spoke 
on the economics of self-service op- 
erations at the November meeting 
of the Peninsula chapter of the Cali- 
fornia Association of Nurserymen 
held at San Mateo, Calif. 

Mr. Spencer, whose cooperative 
organization consists of a supermar- 
ket, a drug store, a service station 
and a cleaning establishment, told 
the nurserymen that traffic and vol- 
ume turnover are necessary to make 
self-service succeed. While some part 
of each nursery may be adapted to 
self-service, Mr. Spencer said, it 
requires a careful analysis by each 
nurseryman to decide how much 
must remain serviced by personnel.

DALLAS NURSERYMEN PUSH 
FOR PUBLIC AD ACCEPTANCE 


The Nursery and Landscape Asso- 
ciation of Dallas has started a news- 
paper campaign designed to instill 
public confidence in the advertising 
claims of nurserymen in this area 
In charge of the campaign is Grady 
Brown, Jr., general manager of Dal- 
las Nurseries Garden Center, a direc- 
tor of the association. 

The newspaper campaign stresses 
the adoption by nurserymen of a 
set of standards for advertising and 
selling nursery stock. These stand- 
ards are the brain child of Mr. Brown, 
who started working on nursery in- 
dustry acceptance of specific stand- 
ards as early as September, 1952 
Securing the cooperation of G. Duf- 
field Smith, executive vice-president 
of the Better Business Bureau of Dal- 
las, Mr. Brown’s efforts culminated 
in February, 1953, with the formal 
adoption of rules for the advertising 
and sale of nursery stock by area 
nurserymen. The idea has 
spread to the national association 
and, consequently, to other areas 


since 


The latest step in the campaign, 
just inaugurated, will consist of news 
paper publicity concerning the stand- 
ards and emphasizing the fact that 
there are differences in grades, which 
should be noted in judging advertised 
prices. An effort is also being made 
to have a statement printed on news- 
paper pages used by nurseries for ad- 
vertising that will state advertising 
rules and thereby help promote pub- 
lic confidence. 

News releases to the press by the 
better business bureau and the Nurs- 
ery and Landscape Association of 
Dallas, publicizing standards for the 
advertising and selling of nursery 
stock, point out the following factors 
about the standards: 

Purpose— The intent of these 
standards is to encourage and pre- 
serve dependability in advertising and 
selling of nursery stock.

84 per cent, a much higher per- 
centage than had ever been obtained 
before, and, with this encouraging 
result to spur us on, this was the 
first plant that was inserted early 
in June. Soft tips were used; the 
cuttings were wounded where neces- 
sary, treated with Hormodin No. 2 
and inserted in plain sand. Ten 
thousand cuttings were inserted 
during the first week in June. 

As a part of the program, a small 
number of tests were included—25 
cuttings to a test—treating the cut- 
tings with much stronger hormone 
powders, some new and some old 
Included in this was 2,4,5-TP, which 
had proved useful on rhododen- 
drons and Ilex opaca, as well as one 
or two new chemicals which had 
been sent to me for testing. 

By the end of September, many 
of the cuttings had rooted strongly. 
and we decided to lift the batch. 
From the total of 10,000, we potted 
slightly more than 6,000 well-rooted 
cuttings, and from the condition and 
type of rooting we were able to see 
clearly how we could increase this 
percentage next year. 


Large Cuttings Root Better 


The accompanying illustration will 
show the extreme difference in vigor 
and size of roots between small cut- 
tings and large ones. In every cas¢ 
the small cuttings had either rooted 
poorly, as shown, or not at all, and 
almost all of the failures were to 
be found among the small tip cut- 
tings which we had thought so de- 
sirable and which I had instructed 
the men to take. But wherever they 
had made a larger cutting, even if 
the wood at the base of the cutting 
was firmer than the small cuttings. 
then rooting was strong and vigor- 
ous. 

Occasionally a smaller cutting had 
apparently rooted well, but in every 
case I found that the caliper of the 
stem at the base of the cutting was 
greater. It seems clear from these 
results that, if reasonably large cut- 
tings from soft current season’s 
growth are taken early in June, they 
are the best material to use. 

When we lifted those treated 
with hormones, results were con- 
flicting. Many growers will tell you 
that Berckmans biota cuttings do 
not like hormones of any kind. I 
was not by any means sold on their 
necessity, and it was in an effort 
to prove or disprove these theories 
that we ran the tests. 

The use of 2,4,5-TP was a con-

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soft, actively growing tips at an early 
date in June, which in turn meant 
that we had rooted cuttings fit to 
pot by the end of July. This in turn 
allowed sufficient growing time be- 
fore cool weather to establish prop- 
erly these cuttings in the pots and 
perhaps to induce some new top 
growth. 


Two Major Overwintering Factors 


This time factor and the stimula- 
tion of the rooted cutting to make 
new growth before winter are, | 
believe, important in the successful 
overwintering of the cuttings. Be- 
cause we were able to take cuttings 
early in the growing season, we wert 
able to root successfully and re-estab- 
lish in pots the slower and more 
difficult rooting types such as denu- 
data and lennei. It is still too soon 
to tell how these cuttings will come 
through the winter, but their condi- 
tion now looks excellent. 

On the standard and more easily 
rooted varieties such as M. soulan- 
geana and M. soulangeana nigra, 
rooting was vigorous and rapid. This 
in turn resulted in a plant, well 
established in the pots, which had 
made considerable top growth by 
the end of September. The plants 
were, in fact, in an excellent con- 
dition to overwinter and, if required, 
they could be sold as first-class pot 
liners in the spring. 

Apart from the advantages of rap- 
id and vigorous rooting, the point 
which most appealed to me was the 
complete lack of leaf drop and any 
form of fungus diseases on the cut- 
tings under constant mist. Soft tips 
were maintained in a healthy and 
fully turgid condition. Dropped 
leaves—a common cause of failure 
on magnolia cuttings—were conspic- 
uous by their absence. I have no 
hesitation in saying that, on all the 
varieties listed, progagation from 
cuttings under outdoor constant mist 
was an unqualified success. 


Azaleas 


Here was another group of plants 
which was completely successful and, 
in fact, the cuttings rooted in the 
open house were rooted more quickly 
and more strongly than those taken 
at the same time and put into our 
normal closed houses. With these 
plants also, this open-air method 
demonstrated once more its ability 
to induce difficult plants or varie- 
ties to root. 

Azalea Yodogawa is a_ variety 
which we usually consider difficult 
to root rapidly and evenly, and for 
that reason we always treat these 
cuttings with Hormodin No. 2, al- 
though hormone treatments are not

generally given to azaleas. Soft tip 
cuttings of A. Yodogawa taken in 
mid-June and inserted in the peat- 
sand mixture rooted practically 100 
per cent in five weeks, and by the 
end of the summer the whole bench 
was a solid block of strongly rooted 
cuttings. 

The same was true for all ow 
standard kaempferi and Kurume 
varieties, for without exception the 
cuttings rooted rapidly and vigor- 
ously. The cuttings were rooted so 
well that toward the end of the 
summer the fog lines were removed 
and the cuttings commenced to make 
top growth, which in turn was hard- 
ened off before the cuttings were 
transplanted from the benches into 
the coolhouses for overwintering. 

Another interesting fact came out 
of these tests. The illustration shows 
cuttings of A. hinodegiri taken from 
the same plants on the same day, 
made and inserted at the same time. 
but the heavily rooted ones were 
inserted in a 50-50 sand and acid 
peat mixture while the lightly rooted 
cuttings were inserted in plain sand. 
The difference between the two 
tests was astonishingly clear. While 
all cuttings in the sand had attempt- 
ed to root, the roots were small, 
stunted and poor. On the other 
hand, the cuttings inserted in the

sand and peat mixture were so 
strongly rooted that the cuttings 
came up in lumps, with perhaps a 
dozen cuttings closely attached. 
This was an effect that I had not 
anticipated, because one might sup- 
pose that the peat, with its addi- 
tional water-holding capacity, would 
be harmful under the constant mist. 
For azaleas and similar ericaceous 
material exactly the reverse was true. 
With two seasons’ experience upon 
which to judge, I think we can say 
emphatically that the open-air mist 
system of propagation is excellent 
for azaleas. 
Other Plants Tested 


Combined with the large-scale 
tests we included somewhat smailer 
tests of a number of different plants 
which previously had not been tried 
under these conditions. Viburnum 
carlesi, Cornus florida plena, cornus 
florida rubra, Prunus laurocerasus, 
rosemary and lonicera were included, 
and all rooted well. 

It might be of 
here that all the 
nus florida rubra rooted extremely 
rapidly and vigorously, but, when 
the cuttings were potted, a high per- 
centage died. One might suppose 
that rooting cuttings under a con- 
stant mist would require careful at- 
tention during the period of transi- 
tion from unusual and controlled 
conditions to ones of normal fluctu- 
ation of heat and moisture, but only

Missouri 
In June of this year I paid a brief 
visit to Missouri, where I had an 
opportunity to see what is being done 
at the University of Missouri at Co- 
lumbia, Mo., in the rooting of plants 
under outdoor constant mist. A small 
pilot setup was in operation, and, 
on the day that I visited the campus, 
the heat was intense—over 103 de- 
grees Fahrenheit in the shade.

which has been painted red (as 
though hot) and has crinkled red 
cellophane paper in its door to simu- 
late a fire. Santa in his workshop 
makes a cozy scene—one which 
evokes great comment from custom- 
ers. 

As to special products that attract 
buyers, the outstanding item is 
Christmas trees—but trees of a finer 
grade than stocked by other Michi- 
gan City tree dealers. Christmas trees 
are a hard item to handle in many 
respects, Mr. Allen believes, as their 
sale is unpredictable. It seems that 
there are either too many or too few. 
In 1951, when the market was over- 
loaded with trees, he had to burn 900 
at the end of the season. The past 
year, a good one for tree sales, he 
purchased 1,500 and had to burn 
only 30, these being the poorest of 
the lot. At Allen’s, trees are used 
mainly as a traffic builder, with only 
a modest profit being made. 

Although it does not pay to deliv- 
er the trees, the shop nevertheless 
offers a delivery service as this keeps 
the truck on the road at a time of 
the year when it would not other- 
wise be out. This, in turn, keeps the 
firm’s name in the public eye, as it 
appears on both sides of the truck, 
with the advertisement of Santa 
carried on the rear. 

A contemplated attraction, which 
may be used for the first time this 
year, is a pen for live fawns (young 
deer), an additional inducement to 
customers to come to the shop and 
bring their children. 

Once there, customers find a 
wealth of gift ideas from which to 
choose. Large, fancy candles (also 
unavailable in town) are a specialty. 
These are sold individually or made 
up in handsome centerpieces with 
evergreen branches. Vases, garden 
books and planting lamps are other 
popular gifts at this shop. 


Most Competitive Season 


Christmas trade means many 
things to many nurseries, the extent 
of the preholiday business depending 
largely on the enterprise and intent 
of the individual nurseryman. The 
maximum potential of holiday trade 
cannot be realized, however, with- 
out careful preparation—from stock 
buying to advertising—for no time 
of the year is more competitive, with 
members of all industries contending 
for the consumer’s dollar. The gar-

Similarly, a rib 
bon tied on a large garden shop item 
will draw customers’ attention and 
cause it to be viewed as a gift possi- 
bility. 


Recipients Suggested 


Signs in the window near a gift 
or attached to inside displays can 
suggest recipients and remind cus 
tomers to buy for particular friends 
and relatives. Such signs—readine 
“Something for grandma?” or “A 
gift for the teacher!”—placed near a 
suitable gift, can stimulate numerous 
sales. Special displays devoted to 
gifts for men or women can also 
arouse considerable interest. 

Calling attention to the praticality 
of gardening items is likewise worth 
while, for practical giving has an 
appeal for many persons. A major 
advantage of garden items is that 
most of them are practical and last- 
ing and often have an unselfish ap- 
peal as they can be given to the 
whole family, something for every- 
body to use and enjov. Dressed-up 
displavs emphasizing these advan- 
tages of power gardening tools often 
help move these items, even at an 
unseasonal time of the year. Placing 
an accent on those which convert to 
snow shovelers can initiate custom- 
ers’ interest in power apparatus. 
although actual buying extends to 
equipment which cannot be used for 
several months. 

Although children frequently visit 
garden shops, few gifts that are sold 
are suitable for them. An exception 
to this is Plantcraft, a children’s 
planting set which contains four 
packets of flower seeds, a half-dozen 
gaily painted flower pots, two pack- 
ages of plant food and a book on 
how to grow flowers. It is one item 
which enables nurserymen to profit 
from the do-it-vourself craze which 
has been sweeping the country this 
year and making many hobbycrafts 
overwhelmingly popular. In conjunc- 
tion with the children’s planting sets 
nurserymen can sell additional small 
tools and seeds suitable for children 

It is difficult this time of year, at 
least for northern nurserymen, to 
sell trees and shrubs, but gift certifi- 
cates, which can be used in_ the 
spring, help solve the difficulty. Also, 
decorating a “growing Christmas 
tree” on the nursery’s property can 
stimulate future sales of similar trees

crops, are evergreen, but their use is 
limited to small areas. They will 
probably need replanting every two 
to three years to remain attractive 
They will all do best in sun. Some of 
the evergreen stonecrops include 
Sedum acre, S. album, S. reflexum 
and S. sexangulare. Acre is green 
throughout the year; album and 
sexangulare may be green or may 
take on a winter bronze color; reflex- 
um is usually grayish. 
Thymes Effective in Bloom 

The thymes are partly evergreen 
but are not particularly appealing in 
the winter. However, either the red- 
flowered Thymus serpyllum coccine- 
us or the white variety T. S. albus 
is effective in bloom. Usually albus 
is more prostrate than coccineus. 

One vine that makes an interesting 
ground cover, partly evergreen, is 
the old-fashioned akebia. It will 
grow in sun or considerable shade. 
Although it can climb up into shrubs, 
it will not climb up tree trunks as 
will English ivy and euonymus. 

The bearberry, arctostaphylos, is 
an excellent plant. Striking patches 
of it will be found in the sands of 
Cape Cod, in Michigan and Minne- 
sota and in many parts of the Pacific 
coast area. Where it will grow, it is 
well worth using 


Chere are a number of other ever- 
green plants that might be used as 
gsround covers, such as some of the 
heathers, the evergreen wild gingers 
the grass pinks (dianthus) and one 
of the less common rock cresses, 
Arabis procurrens. 

[he deciduous or nonevergreen 
ground covers have just as wide a 
range of use as the evergreen forms, 
in some cases more. Many of them 
are so exceedingly tough and hardy 
that they may be used under the 
most discouraging conditions. Pos- 
sibly the toughest is the buttercup, 
Ranunculus repens, and Ranunculus 
acris. They will grow in sun or shade. 
Because they have the ability to in- 
vade and take over any flower bed, 
they should be used with caution. 

Also easy to grow is the lily of the 
valley, Convallaria majalis. It has a 
wide range of use for planting under- 
neath trees, beneath shrubs and in 
difficult little spots between the house 
and the sidewalk. Whether it be in 
sun or shade, it will thrive and bloom 
each year.

period of dry weather and _ still 
thrive. Although it does best in the 
sun, it will stand some shade. 

The hardy forget-me-not, Mvyos- 
otis scorpioides semperflorens, does 
best with a more liberal supply of 
moisture in the soil. Under these con- 
ditions, it will usually bloom off and 
on all summer. 


Another old-fashioned plant that 
is established and thriving in old 
cemeteries is the hardy verbena, Ver- 
bena canadensis. If given ample sun, 
it will give an impressive mass of 
bloom during the early summer and 
good foliage throughout the rest of 
the season. Occasionally, forms with 
improved colors may be found in 
nurseries. It should be used more

thenocissus quinquefolia, can be used 
effectively, as can the native bitter- 
sweet, Celastrus scadens. Although 
not used so much as it was at one 
time, the memorial rose, Rosa wichu- 
raiana, with its somewhat prostrate 
habit of growth, white flowers and 
semievergreen foliage, is most ef- 
fective. 

Among the annual flowers that 
may be used for temporary effect, 
provided we are careful not to use 
forms that will self-sow, are the 
morning-glories. The named varie- 
ties, such as Pearly Gates, Heavenly 
Blue and others, will seldom produce 
seeds and will not become the pest 
that the common morning-glory is 
sure to be. On a smaller scale, the 
so-called trailing zinnia, Sanvitalia 
procumbens, and the little annual 
verbena, Verbena laciniata, produce 
delightful effects in sunny spots. 

Just as there are certain things 
that you would not do to your worst 
enemy, there are some plants that 
you should not sell to your worst 
customer, at least without a warn- 
ing that they may become pests and 
take over the lawn, flower bed and 
what have you. Your clients prob- 
ably have the first of these, the but- 
tercups. They may have that little 
yellow-flowered grayish-green stone- 
crop, Sedum sarmentosum, or they 
may have the moneywort, Lysi- 
machia nummularia, with its little 
yellow flowers and pairs of light 
green leaves. They probably do not 
have what was once sold as choice 
rock plant, one of the speedwells, 
Veronica filiformis. It has been called 
other things besides veronica. 

Why not try to induce each cus- 
tomer who purchases shrubs or ever- 
greens to try at least one, and 
possibly two or three, of these fas- 
cinating ground cover plants? They 
are sure to come back for more, 


FERTILIZER UNIT CLEANING 

A fertilizer unit should be cleaned 
thoroughly after each use, according 
to J. W. Martin, head of the agri- 
cultural engineering department at 
the University of Idaho’s college of 
agriculture. 

Professor Martin suggests that 
fertilizer should be removed from the 
hopper after each use so that rust- 
ing and corrosion will not occur. The 
mechanism should be brushed or 
blown clean with compressed air. 
The hopper should be hosed with 
water to insure its cleanliness. When 
the machine is fully dried, all work- 
ing parts should be sprayed or 
painted with a 50-50 mixture of old 
crankcase oil and kerosene.
